The lttet**ure Itaneaja 
with the War Satinga aad Thrlfl 
Stamp* campaign Indicate* that Can- 
la la a land of anaay nationalities. 
Already pamphlet* have been printed 
la English, French, IUHan.^Swediah. 
Norwegian. Icelandic, Rutaeniaa, Po- 
lish aad Yiddish, according to an an- 
nouncement by the committee. 

Nine-tenth* of the French litem-' 
tu re will, of course, be circulated in 
the province of Quebec, though some 
of it will go to practically all the 
provinces. The Italian, Yiddish and 
Poliah will probably find its- way 
chiefly to the larger centre*," and a 
great deal of Rutheninn will also go 
there. In fact, the large citiea will! 
get a little of almost everything. 

To the rural dtetrict* of the Prairie j 
Provinces large quantitiea of Swedish. 
Norwegian, Icelandic, German and 
Ruthenian literature will :be sent. In- 
deed, the War Savings and Thrift 
Stamp* have been very heartily re- 
ceived in many communhies settled by 
persons foreign-born many of whom 
bad been, in the land of their birth, 
brought to realize the advantages of 
this method of saving.

The University settlement has many 
different ways of attracting the in- 
terest of and exciting a good in- 
fluence upon the young people of the 
neighbourhood. Perhaps one of in- 
most Interesting and helpful of its 
many enterprise* Is the 'system of 
c lubs which has been built up. There 
are girls' clubs, and boys*; clubs, and 
clubs for boys and girls together. 
Thee* provide a health? social Mfe for 
th# members and t;t the. Sam* time. at- 
tempt to give helpful Instruction 

Almost every night, two or three 
rooms in the Settle men*" an- occupied 
by club members. Each club granges 
to meet once a wek. The younger 
members meet in the afternoon, the 
older in the venihg, and frequently 
dances are held. The boys and girls 
elect their own officers and manage 
their own affairs. Occasionally, when 
a new president is required, one or 
the Settlement workers will take tho 
chair till the election is over; other- 
wise the youthful presidents conduct 
their own meetings. It is surprising 
how much !<?gal procedure they in- 
sist upon in tho management of (heir 
affairs. There is not undue haste, no 
haphazard method- all business is 
conducted with decorum and gra-rtty. 
Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of all is the great core with wnHch 
new members are admitted to. the 
sacred circle. One would almost 
fanct that it was to 'an exclusive 
I/Ondon club that admission was be- 
ing asked. The amusing part of it la, 
that the would-be members come to 
the meeting and are asked to remain 
in the hall while the matter i* being 
voted upon. Then some member 1* 
aent out to report the decision. Not 
at all Infrequently the aspirant Is 
black-balled and sent dejectedly 
away. 

The older boys quite frequently 
play pool at "The Club." They are 
not one bit, behind your fashionable 
millionaire who also strolls into his 
club tar an occasional handling of 
the cue.

Times bave 
changed and now in welfare exhibi- 
tions a demonstration of "feeble-mind- 
cdneBs'' Is an essential and interest- 
ing part of the arransements. 

Feeble-miudedness is an inborn de- 
f •• which shows itself at various' 
times during the development of the 
child. This lack cannot be supplied 
at all as far as modern scten'ee goes— 
feeble-minde'deduess cannot be cured. 
There are three, typoa of "the ' *>le- 
minded. 

1st Type.- -Those with mental deve- 
lopment only to à maximum age of 3 
y^ars. They can be tralued slightly , 
to do simple childish acts. These are 
called idiots. The second class com- 
prises the idiots whose mentality 1s 
from :t-7 years: They can toe 
taught to do some kinds of manual ; 
work. A group of boy» scouts re- 
cruited from this type, under super- . 
vision helped to reforest a section of) 
the Adirondacks. Th- most advanced 
Btftge of the mentally deficient is that., 
of the Moron whose range Of- mental 
development is front seven to teni 
years. There Is another and perhaps' 
the worst type of feeble-mlndedn-SBS, 
that of moral Imbecility where the | 
yktlma are- tolerably bright but ab-- 
solutely lacking m moral sense.

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CRITICISM OF COLLEGE MEN 

It is no infrequent thing nowadays to hear the remark made by 
journalists, "College men— yes, they're ail veiy well in theory, but 
in practice they don't work out." There is, we. believe, a certain 
amount of reason for this statement, although it is greatly over- 
straaaed by those who have never enjoyed the benefits of a college 
education. It cannot be denied that looking strictly to the aca- 
demic side of things at a university there is not a great deal of 
influence exerted in the direction of enabling a man to hold his 
own in the business world. Indeed, no college claims to do this — 
the faculty, quite rightly, would regard it as entirely outside of 
their province. 

Nevertheless, the average student must realize that. » the 
chances of his being able to go through life without in some way 
meeting with situations that call for ptyvers of .organization and 
execution are few indeed. On this side of the water,' at least, the 
men are not numerous who are privileged to live their lives in an 
academic atmosphere untroubled by business cares:' Where is the 
necessary acquaintance with the- me^tooda,* mnjoyed to be ac- 
quired? 

The answer, we think, lies in-' part in the fact tljat there are 
many college activities which demand a good deal of acumen on 
the part of those charged with them. No one could make euch a 
ridiculous overstatement as to claim that "captains of industry" 
will be developed at a seat of learning; but none the less to 
think that the student must of necessity stand aloof from the 
busy life of his contemporaries is an almoît equally grave error. 

It is then of the highest importance that men should early in 
their courses get in touch with the big activities, about college 
and get an elementary training that may stand them in good stead 
later oh.

the children are advised to go to the 
city schools.

His 
father was a husbandman, and noth- 
ing seemed specially to designate 
young Henri Petain for a successful 
military career. He entered the school 
of St. Cyr in 1876, when Prance was 
still suffering from the wound inflict- 
ed upon her by 'the annexation of 
Alsace-Lorraine. Some years later he 
received his commission as lieutenant 
in the infantry, to which he has ever 
sinéc remained faithful. For seven 
years' he served as lieutenant in a 
regiment of Chasseurs Alpins, becom- 
ing captain of the same regiment In 
1890. It is interesting to note that 
his chiefs did not appreciate his re- 
markable talents, and deliberately 
tried to retard hiin in every way. 
Neither can it be said of Petain that 
he benefited in any way from favor- 
itism; he was only promoted' to cap- 
tain when his chiefs could no longer 
find any reason for delaying his ad- 
vancement. 

In 1302 he became professor at tho 
Superior Artillery School at Chalons, 
where he definitely broke away from 
the old official teaching, which the 
late war has so often proved dc 
fectivs. He defended his views as to 
the necessity for intense artillery 
preparation before attempting any In 
fantry attacks," with such 'conviction 
that his superiors, who we're .gener- 
ally In favor ot the traditional me- 
thods of warfare, seized the •earliest 
opportunity of sending from their 
midst so embarrassing and convint 
ihg an opponent of their theories.

Ho then returned to his for- 
mer regiment, where he was warmly 
welcomed by his men and fellow-offi- 
cers. War found him stationed at 
Arras, on the point of retiring with 
the rank of colonel. : 

But now the wheel of Portuna re- 
volved rapidly, and in a few months' 
time Marshal Petain had attained to 
the highest rank In th-e military 
sphere. Promoted brigadier at the 
beginning of hostilities, he at once 
took part In the most severe fighting. 
He was at Charleroi, and a few weeks 
later, having been placed in command 
of a division of infantry, he succeed- 
ed in restoring discipline, energy, and 
optimism to those men who, having 
been through the fighting at Charl-- 
rol and at Guise, were absolutely de- 
moralized when he took them In hand. 
In the different attacks which he led 
during the Battle of the Marne- he ap- 
plied his long-cherlshcd theory as to 
the necessity for an Intense artillery 
preparation, and in more than one 
case he gave his men an example of 
courage when he saw them lagging 
or falling back, placing himself un- 
hesitatingly at their head, under the 
most terrific shell fire. Is It sur 
prlBlng that the "poilus" should re- 
spect and love so intrepid a chief? 
They never fail to recognize his su- 
periority, and aro proud to proclaim 
thèlr confidence in him on every pos- 
sible occasion. "On peut y aller! 
C'est de l'ouvrage a Petain!" A sim- 
ple phrase. Yet, this confidence in 
the thoroughness with which their 
chief would have accomplished his 
"Job" reflects, the faith he has inspir- 
ed in his troops, who, secure in the 
knowledge that the powerful pound- 
ing of French guns had cleared the 
way, rushed toward the German lines 
with-that incomparable dash, and 
bravery which has always been char- 
acteristic of the soldiers of Prance. 

In "recognition of the Invaluable 
services he rendered during thla first 
phase of the war, the French ]|pv- 
«rnment named him Commander or 
the Legion of Honor. ' His work was 
mentioned in the official despatches, 



same with extreme energy, obtaining 
a magnificent • effort from the troops 
placed under, his command." 

His successes. In Artois will be re- 
membered in the annals of the war. 
Under his extraordinarily thorough 
and competent direction the thirty- 
third, army corps captured all the re- 
puted impregnable German lines and 
took 10,000 prisoners. Petain be- 
camo major-general, and was made 
commander-in-chief of the eleventh 
army. 'He then prepared the Cham- 
pagne offensive which resulted from 
the practical application of his 
theories designated him to be the de- 
fender of Verdun, where, at last, he 
had a full opportunity of revealing 
his unique qualities both as a tactic- 
ian and organizer. ' 

When he took command of the army 
of .Verdun, at the request of General 
do Castelnau, the enemy held the vil- 
lage of Douaumont. Petain Imme- 
diately grasped all th6 measures that 
were necessary to protect the fort 
and Verdun; he set' to building a net- 
work of roads and trenches, and in- 
numerable stations and depots, which, 
by assuring and facilitating communi- 
cations, contributed greatly to the 
help of the men in their heroic de- 
fence ot the valiant city. For sev- 
eral months Oeneral Petain was the 
very soul of the resistance of Verdun. 
Thanks to Inconceivable sacrifices the 
enemy succeeded in gaining an ad- 
vance which momentarily threatened 
the security of that front. Petain 
never lost courage, However, and 
from the very first he was confident 
In the success of his colossal enter- 
prise. He called up all the artillery 
he could dispose' of, arid It is said 
that he placed cannon-wheel against 
cannon r wheel, thus forming a perfect 
barricade of shell fire and 
through which the" surging 
German infantry was powerless to 
break. Then he uttered the now- 
famous 'words which electrified his 
troops: "Us rie passeront pas!" 
(They shall not pass!)-Thcy did not 
pass. 

When General Nivelle took com- 
mand of the "great army" of Verdun 
ho achieved what Marshal Petain had 
prepared, recapturing the line ot forts 
previously held by the Germans. 
Placed at the head of' the armies of 
the center, General Petain took a 
most active part in the last offensive, 
and recaptured the reputed impreg- 
nable position of Moronvilllers. He 
was recalled from this post by M. 
Painleve, in order to.become Chief-of- 
Staff at the French War Office, and 
to establish a permanent link between 
the government and the Supreme Mili- 
tary .Command. i .'. ' 

Marshal Petain was appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the French armies 
early in 1918. He retained this post 
when Marshal Foch assumed supreme 
command of the allied forces. With 
t.ho libération of Alsace-Lorraine ac- 
complished, no one was better fitted
